Alioto Denies 
Accusations of 
Ties to Mafia 


SAN FRANCISCO m - Mayor Joseph L. Alioto 
denied Friday allegations in a forthcoming Look 
magazine article that he has Mafia connections 
going back nearly 25 years. He said he would sue 
for $12.5 million. 
Alioto, 53, a prospective Democratic candidate 
for governor of California, declared the article was 
intended to strip him of public confidence. He said 
he would seek air time to refute the allegations. 
The article, in Look’s Sept. 23 issue, says Alioto 
had provided Mafia leaders “ with bank loans, legal 
services, business counsel and the protective mantle 
of his respectability. In return he has earned fees, 
profits, political support and campaign contribu­ 
tions.’’ 
“ 1 have never been associated with the Mafia 
or with any underworld activity,’’ Alioto told a 
news conference. Earlier he had said: “ Some of 
the people I have represented are not plaster saints, 
but there was never any illegal connection with 
anyone in my relationships.” 
He also said: “ There is no Mafia activity in San 
Francisco.” 


Volunteers Push 


Search for Piko 


JERUSALEM (AP) — Volunteer Israeli army 
trackers, 
police and Arab nomads pressed the 
search today for Dr. James Pike. 
Spiritualists in different parts of the world en­ 
visioned the former Episcopal bishop lying in a 
cave somewhere in the Judeiin wilderness where 
he disappeared five days ago. 
Pike’s wife, Diane, 31, described the search as 
a “ race against death” and added: “ They simply 
must find him today, or I’m afraid it will be too 
late.” 
Desert experts said a man of Pike’s age, 56, 
could survive about three days without food and 
water in the region. 
Spiritualists more than 5,000 miles apart have 
come up with the same vision that Pike still is 
alive, but in a coma and near death. They say he 
is in a cave whose entrance is obscured by a 
bush. 
Before he entered the cave, Pike marked a rock 
beside the entrance with a scratch to indicate his 
whereabouts, Mrs. Pike said. 
Mrs. Pike said she had received messages from 
spiritualists in England, the United States and 
Israel. 
She said that Mrs. Margot Klausner, an Israeli 
medium and head of the Israeli motion picture 
studios, told of her having had a vision of Pike 
lying in a cave. She sent a map to Mrs. Pike 
indicating the location. 
A New York clergyman, whom Mrs. Pike de­ 
clined to identify, came up with the same version. 
Both mediums said Pike was in a cave and near 
death and both gave the same description of the 
cave. 
The Pike’s car became stuck on a dirt track 
Monday near the Dead Sea in Israel and they set 
out on foot. But Pike collapsed a while later and 
sent his wife on for help. A desert nomad found 
her and took her to Bethlehem. 


Brothers Reunited 


After 72 Years 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Nepomuceno Cordova 
hadn’t seen his older brother Mike in 72 years 
and thought him dead. Then he learned that Gov. 
Ronald Reagan had honored Mike as California’s 
oldest native son 
The brothers are 84 and 111. 
Nepomuceno’s family took him to live in Mexico 
when he was 12. 
The brothers will be reunited Sunday at 
a 
celebration in Santa Margarita 200 miles north, 
where Mike lives. 
But the y ounger brother won’t see the older. 
Since last year Nepomuceno has been blind.

Quoting the official Commu­ 
nist party newspaper Nhan Dan, 
the broadcast said the leader­ 
ship “ will continue the battle for 
freedom and independence of all 
our people and all our nation un­ 
til the last American aggressor 
is driven from our land, the 
South is completely liberated, 
and our fatherland united once 
again.” 


The commentary was a decla­ 
ration of future leadership poli­ 
cy and appeared to rule out, at 
least for now, any struggle for 
power in Hanoi.

first secretary of the Commu­ 
nist party; Premier Pham Van 
Duong;

tary strategist.

The zone, a mysterious patch 
of ocean in the triangle between 
San Juan, Miami and Bermuda, 
has been suspected for almost 
10C years of gobbling up sailors 
and even pilots. 
The last contacl with Verity 
came when the Coast Guard 


cutter Sagebrush 
helped him 
with rudder problems 400 miles 
northeast of Puerto Rico. Six 
days later, the lone sailor—who 
refused rescue by the cutter— 
may have well been in the path 
of Hurricane Debbie. 


Coast 
Guard officials don’t 
think Debbie did him in, howev­ 
er, 
and 
instead the Twilight 
Zone will be the prime suspect 
if Verify does not reappear. 
Over the years, ships have 
disappeared in the zone with no 
traces. In 1945, five small Navy 
planes took off from Fort Lau­ 
derdale for the Bahamas. 
A couple of hours later, a ra­ 
dio message from the air group 
said: “ We don’t know our posi­ 
tion. We don’t know where we 
are.”

Mexico. 


The third note provided a list 
of lhe prisoners’ names. It was 
left in a supermarket suggestion 
box and an anonymous call to a 
newspaper told where the mar­ 
ket was located. 


Accompanying the second and 
third notes were letters from El­ 
brick to his wife, El fie. The first 
letter said “ I am all right and 
am hoping that ! shall be liber­ 
ated and see you soon.” But El­ 
brick added that Brazilian au­ 
thorities should not try to find 
him because “ these people are 
very determined.”

news” that the government had 
acceded to the kidnapers’ de­ 
mands “ because it means that I 
will be released as soon as it is 
confirmed that 15 released pris­ 
oners have arrived in Mexico.”

Alioto Denies

SAN FRANCISCO Mi — Mayor Joseph L. Alioto 
denied Friday allegations in a forthcoming Look 
magazine article that he has Mafia connections 
going back nearly 25 years. He said he would sue 
for $12.5 million. 
Alioto, 53, a prospective Democratic candidate 
for governor of California, declared the article was 
intended to strip him of public confidence. He said 
he would seek air time to refute the allegations. 
The article, in Look's Sept. 23 issue, says Alioto 
had provided Mafia leaders “ with bank loans, legal 
services, business counsel and the protective mantle 
of his respectability. In return he has earned fees, 
pro!its, political support and campaign contribu­ 
tions.” 
“ 1 have never been associated with the Mafia 
or with any underworld activity,” Alioto told a 
news conference. Earlier he had said: “ Some of 
the people I have represented are not plaster saints, 
hu1 there was never anv illegal connection with 
anyone in my relationships.” 
He also said: "There is no Mafia activity in San 
Francisco.” 


Volunteers Push 


Search for Pi!:o 


JERUSALEM (AP) —■ Volunteer Israeli army 


trackers, police and Arab nomads pressed the 
search today tor Dr. James Pike. 
Spiritualists in different parts of the world en­ 
visioned the former Episcopal bishop lying in a 
cave somewhere in the Judean wilderness where 
he disappeared five days ago. 
Pike’s wife, Diane, 31, described the search as 
a “ race against death” and added: “ They simply 
must find him today, or I'm afraid it will be too 
late.” 
Desert experts said a man of Pike’s age, 56, 
could survive about three days without food and 
water in the region. 
Spiritualists more than 5,000 mile:» apart have 
come up with the same vision that Pike .still is 
alive, but in a coma and near death. They say he 
is in a cave whose entrance is obscured by a 
bush. 
Before he entered the cave, Pike marked a rock 
beside the entrance with a scratch to indicate his 
whereabouts, Mrs. Pike said. 
Mrs. Pike said she had received messages from 
spiritualists in England, the United States and 
Israel. 
She said that Mrs. Margot Klausner, an Israeli 
medium and head of the Israeli motion picture 
studios, told of her having had a vision of Pike 
lying in a cave. She sent a map to Mrs. Pike 
indicating the location. 
A New York clergyman, whom Mrs. Pike de­ 
clined to identify, came up with the same version. 
Both mediums said Pike was in a cave and near 
death and both gave the same description of the 
cave. 
The Pike’s car became stuck on a dirt track 
Monday near the Dead Sea in Israel and they set 
out on foot. But Pike collapsed a while later and 
sent his wife on for help. A desert nomad found 
her and took her to Bethlehem.

Justice Black Blames School 
Integration Delay on Court 


WASHINGTON <AP) - Jus­ 
tice Hugo I . Black says the Su­ 
preme Court itself is largely to 
blame for all-white and all-Ne­
